NATURE OF 

INCIDENT: On July 7, 2005, at 1140 hours, Deputies Jose Rojas and Deputy Noe Garcia were 
involved in a hit deputy involved shooting. Deputies Garcia and Rojas, Unit 213B Days, were 
assigned to handle a “Disturbance” call at the car wash which was located at 234 East El 
Segundo Boulevard. Apparently, three male blacks had been identified as creating a disturbance. 
The deputies arrived at the car wash, but were told the males described in the call left the scene. 


Deputies Rojas and Garcia then drove south on Cook Street from the car wash in an attempt to 
locate them. They turned east on 130" Street from Cook Street, made a U-turn, and turned back 
around to northbound Cook Street. As the deputies drove northbound, they saw a male Hispanic 
with a white baseball hat, walking southbound on the west sidewalk. 


This male, later identified as Suspect Padilla, looked directly at them, stopped, and jumped over 
the wrought iron fence in the front yard o! Cook Street. He then ran westbound in the 
driveway south of the residence and into the backyard. Due to the suspect’s actions, the deputies 
stopped their radio car, exited, and walked through the open gate of the driveway of that 
residence in an attempt to contact the suspect. 


As the deputies were walking down the driveway, they heard noises in the back yard. They drew 
their duty weapons as they approached the back yard. When Deputies Rojas and Garcia reached 
the southwest corner of the house, they saw Suspect Padilla standing alongside a wall next to a 
metal shed in the north west corner of the backyard. The suspect turned to his right, raised a 
handgun and pointed it at them. Fearing for their safety, both deputies fired at the suspect. 


After the deputies fired, the suspect went between the shed and the block wall out of their view. 
The deputies could hear the suspect behind the shed. Suddenly, they saw the suspect as he 
started to climb the west wall in the northwest corner of the lot behind the shed. When the 
suspect reached the top of the wall, he turned and again pointed a handgun at the deputies. The

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deputies, again believing the suspect was going to shoot them, fired at him. The suspect then 
went over the wall and out of view. 


The deputies advised what had occurred over the radio and coordinated responding units to 
contain the area. During the subsequent search by a canine team, the suspect was located and 
apprehended by the police service dog in the rear yard of] EH 

Suspect Padilla sustained a gunshot wound to the head and two gunshot wounds to the lower 
torso. He was pronounced dead at the scene. 


Suspect Padilla's weapon, a chrome colored Beretta, 92FS, semi-automatic pistol, was recovered 
at the scene. It contained one live round in the chamber, and fourteen live rounds in the 
magazine. 


Internal Affairs Bureau was notified at 1315 hours, and Sergeants Larry Landreth and David 
Stunson, along with Lieutenant Stacy Lee, of the Internal Affairs Bureau responded to the 
command post at El Segundo Boulevard and Cook Street, in the unincorporated area of Los 
Angeles. When the investigators arrived, Homicide Bureau personnel were at the scene 
investigating the incident. 


On April 19, 2006, Deputy District Attorney Elizabeth Munisoglu issued a Letter of Opinion 
regarding the deputy involved shooting incident. In her review of the shooting, D.D.A. 
Munisoglu deemed Deputies Garcia and Rojas acted lawfully in self-defense and in the defense 
of others.

INVOLVED DEPUTY(S) STATEMENTS: 


GARCIA, Noe, Deputy Sheriff, 

Deputy Noe Garcia was interviewed by Homicide Investigators Steven Lankford and Rick 
Graves on 07-07-2005, at 1757 hours. The interview took place at Century Station, and he was 
represented by Mr. Richard Shinee of the Law Firm Green & Shinee, Counsel for ALADS. 
Deputy Garcia was interviewed by Sergeants Larry Landreth and Tim Carr of the Internal Affairs 
Bureau on July 26, 2006. Both interviews were recorded for review and the following is a 
summary of what Deputy Garcia told investigators. 


Deputy Garcia said he and his partner (Deputy Rojas)were assigned as 213B/Days. Deputy Garcia said 
he was ће driver and Deputy Rojas was the bookman. Deputy Garcia said at around 1000 hours, they 
assisted Compton units in a containment ofa "Carjacking" suspect in the Compton area. Deputy Garcia 
said after they assisted Compton, they drove back into their area and received a "Disturbance Call" 
at 234 El Segundo Boulevard at a car wash (Refer to Exhibit C-1). Deputy Garcia said the call was 
regarding three to four male blacks loitering at the location and causing a disturbance with 
customers. Deputy Garcia said they drove through the car wash and saw no one matching the 
description given in the call. Deputy Garcia said he drove southbound on Cook Street to see if he could 
spot the male blacks. He said as they drove on Cook Street he remembered seeing some people on 
the eastside of the street and one person working on his car on the eastside of Cook Street. Deputy 
Garcia said he drove to 130^ Street and continued east on 130" Street to drive out-of-sight of anyone 
on Cook Street (Refer to Exhibit C-1 through C-3). He said he made a U-turn and came back to 
Cook Street to check the street again. Deputy Garcia said he has worked in this area for about three 
and a half years, and during that time has made arrests for possession of drugs, stolen cars and has 
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seen a lot of gang activity. 


Deputy Garcia said as he was driving northbound on Cook Street from 130" Street, һе saw a male 
Hispanic walking southbound on Cook Street on the west sidewalk. He said the male Hispanic (later 
identified as Suspect Padilla) was wearing a ball cap, white t-shirt and blue pants. Deputy Garcia 
said he made eye contact with the male Hispanic and the male continued walking southbound. He 
said as he got closer to the male Hispanic, the male suddenly jumped over a wall with wrought 
iron on top of the wall. Deputy Garcia said the wall was in the front yard at {Cook Street (Refer 
to Exhibit C-5). He thought the male Hispanic was south of the mail box, when he jumped over the front 
yard wall. The male continued running westbound down the driveway and out-of-sight beyond the 
southeast corner of the residence. Deputy Garcia said he stopped his car and he and his partner got 
out of the car. Deputy Garcia said he walked to the gate at the driveway and rolled it open. He and 
his partner began to walk down the driveway between the parked cars and the side of the house. 
He said he and Deputy Rojas utilized the house as cover while watching where the suspect was 
last seen. Deputy Garcia said Deputy Rojas was slightly behind him and closer to the house. 
Garcia said he visually cleared the parked cars in the driveway as they passed (Refer to Exhibit 
C-6). Deputy Garcia said he had his gun out of his holster. He also said he had heard rattling 
noises coming from the back yard, noises he said he recognized as a metal shed from previous 
experience. 


Deputy Garcia said when he got to the end of the driveway and the edge of the house, he saw the 
suspect standing near a shed door in the northwest corner of the yard. The suspect was standing 
to the north, with a handgun in his right hand (Refer to Exhibits C-6 and C-8). Deputy Garcia said 
he yelled, "Gun" to his partner. Deputy Garcia said the suspect turned in his direction and raised the 
gun (Refer to Exhibit C-11) in the direction of him and his partner. Fearing for his safety, Deputy 
Garcia said he fired six to eight shots at the suspect. Deputy Garcia said he stopped firing when he 
believed the suspect had been hit and had ran around to the rear of the shed. Garcia said he heard 
Deputy Rojas fire at the suspect. Deputy Garcia said he heard Deputy Rojas radio they had been 
involved in a shooting. Garcia said after the suspect ran behind the shed they both maintained cover 
on the shed, he covered the north half while Rojas covered the south half (Refer to Exhibit C-9). 
Garcia said he and Deputy Rojas remained behind the west side of the residence, using the solid wall 
as cover. A few seconds later, the suspect popped up above the shed and climbed onto the wall. 
Deputy Garcia said the suspect appeared to be caught up in the barbed-wire on top of the wall and 
again pointed his gun at them, while he tried to get over the wall. Deputy Garcia again fired seven 
to nine rounds at the suspect. Deputy Garcia said the suspect then went over the wall on the 
westside. Deputy Garcia said after the shooting, he and his partner retreated back to the rear of a 
parked car. Garcia dropped down behind the rear bumper and tactically reloaded his weapon while 
Deputy Rojas covered the rear wall. Once Garcia had placed a new magazine in his weapon, he 
covered the area while Deputy Rojas reloaded a new magazine. They both went back to the front of 
the house where their car was parked, continuously covering the rear yard, and began to set up a 
containment of the area. Garcia said his backdrop was the block wall behind the suspect and the 
metal shed. 
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Deputy Garcia said he remained behind their radio car while Deputy Rojas took up a position at 
Cook Street and El Segundo Boulevard. Garcia said he had a visual on Rojas the entire time and they 
remained in their positions until they were relieved by assisting units. 


Deputy Garcia said while the containment was going on, he heard over the radio that an air unit had 
spotted the suspect just west of where the suspect had gone over the wall. Deputy Garcia was 
eventually taken to where the suspect was found. Deputy Garcia identified the suspect as the same 
person who had pointed the gun at him and his partner. 


ROJAS, Jesus J., Deputy Sheriff, жш 

Deputy Jesus Jesse Rojas was interviewed by Homicide Investigators Steven Lankford and Rick 
Graves on 07-07-2005, at 1725 hours. The interview took place at Century Station, and he was 
represented by Mr. Richard Shinee of the Law Firm Green & Shinee, Counsel for ALADS. 
Deputy Garcia was interviewed by Sergeants Larry Landreth and Jack Ramirez of the Internal 
Affairs Bureau on July 26, 2006. Both interviews were recorded for review and the following is 
a summary of what Deputy Rojas told investigators. 


Deputy Rojas said he and Deputy Garcia were assigned as 213B/Days and assigned to the 
Willowbrook/Athens area of Los Angeles County. Deputy Rojas said he was the bookman and 
Garcia was the driver. Deputy Rojas said just before the shooting they had received a "Disturbance 
Call" at the car wash at El Segundo and Cook Street. The call indicated three male blacks were 
causing a disturbance with the customers. Deputy Rojas said they drove through the car wash and 
did not see a disturbance. They left the car wash and headed southbound on Cook Street to see if they 
could find the three male blacks indicated in the call. They drove south to 130" Street and headed east. 
Deputy Rojas said that they made a U-turn and went back northbound on Cook Street to try and 
locate the male blacks. Deputy Rojas said as they were traveling northbound on Cook Street, they saw 
a male Hispanic walking south on the west sidewalk of Cook Street. Deputy Rojas said the male 
was dressed like a gang member. 


Deputy Rojas said when he made eye contact with this male, the male suddenly jumped over a 
fence in front о: Street. Deputy Rojas saw the male (later identified as Suspect 
Padilla) run west bound down the driveway of the residence. Deputy Rojas said he thought that 
was suspicious because of the method the suspect entered the front yard. He said Deputy Garcia 
stopped the car and they got out. Rojas said he watched as the suspect ran west in the driveway 
and into the rear yard out-of-sight. He said they walked to the roll-away gate at the driveway and saw 
it was unlocked. They opened the gate, entered the driveway, and began to walk toward the rear yard. 
Rojas said they walked between the parked cars and the side of the house, utilizing them as cover. 
Rojas said he walked slightly behind Garcia and closer to the house wall. He saw Deputy Garcia 
clear the parked cars as they passed. Rojas said he was cautious because he had arrested several gang 
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members on Cook Street that were armed with a weapon and just one month prior, Rojas 
participated on a containment at El Segundo Boulevard and Cook Street for a male Hispanic who 
was armed and ran from a deputy. He said just before they got to the end of the driveway, they could 
hear a rattling noise coming from the rear yard. Deputy Rojas said Deputy Garcia was a little ahead of 
him, and when they got to the end of the driveway, he heard Deputy Garcia yell out, "Gun." Deputy 
Rojas said as he looked to the northwest portion of the back yard, he saw the same male Hispanic he 
saw running to the back yard holding a gun. He then saw the male suspect lift the gun up and point it 
at him and Deputy Garcia. Deputy Rojas said he thought the suspect was going to shoot him or his 
partner, so he shot 3 or 4 rounds at the suspect. Rojas said he stopped firing when the suspect lowered 
his weapon and ran around to the rear of the shed. Deputy Rojas said he attempted to radio that they 
had been involved in a shooting but did not believe the transmission went out. IAB Note: A review 
of the radio traffic revealed the broadcast in fact did not transmit. Deputy Rojas said the suspect 
then went behind the shed and came up over the shed, on top of the wall. The suspect straddled the 
top of the wall, turned his body and pointed the handgun at them. Deputy Rojas said the suspect was 
holding his gun in his right hand when he again pointed it at them. Deputy Rojas fired four or five 
rounds again at the suspect. Deputy Rojas said he saw the suspect go over the wall. Deputy Rojas said 
he and Deputy Garcia retreated back the first available cover, a parked car (Refer to Exhibit C-6), and 
he maintained cover on the area while Deputy Garcia reloaded a fresh magazine. Once Garcia had 
reloaded, Deputy Rojas reloaded and they walked backward to their radio car, covering the rear yard. 
Deputy Rojas said he again broadcasted they had been involved in a shooting and began to set up 
containment of the area. Deputy Rojas said his back drop was the block wall and the shed. 


Deputy Rojas said he ran to the southwest corner of Cook Street and El Segundo Boulevard to establish 
a north containment point. He contacted several residents and directed them out of the area due to the 
shooting. Rojas said he maintain a position behind a van, within sight of Deputy Garcia until he was 
relieved by assisting units. 


INGRESO, Romeo, Deputy Sheriff, quM 
Deputy Ingreso provided a supplementary report documenting his actions and observations as it 
related to the use of force on the suspect. 


Deputy Ingreso said he responded to the area of Cook St. and El Segundo Blvd. in the unicorporated 
area of Los Angeles, regarding a deputy involved shooting. At the location Ingreso spoke with 
Deputies Garcia Ш and Rojas k _ o assigned to Century Station patrol unit 
#213В. Both deputies told him a male Hispanic (identified as S/Padilla) pointed a handgun at 
them inside the backyard a ш «3 St. as they were attempting to detain him. Fearing for 
their lives, the deputies fired several rounds from their handguns at S/Padilla. S/Padilla 
climbed on top of a block wall on the west side of the property. Another volley of gunfire took 
place as S/Padilla was on the block wall. Deputies Garcia and Rojas lost sight of the suspect 
and established a perimeter of the immediate area. The deputies requested a canine unit to 
assist them. Deputies Garcia and Rojas furnished a description and last known location. 
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Deputy Ingreso wrote that a Los Angeles County Sheriff's helicopter unit began to describe the 
area where S/Padilla was last seen. The helicopter unit described the property to the west as 
thick with tall vegetation and possibly had a dog in the yard (Refer to Exhibit C-12). This 
immediate area was directly west of where the exchange of gunfire took place. Deputies Garcia 
and Rojas told me they believed S/Padilla fled into that area and was concealed in the thick 
vegetation. 


Sergeant Beggs о to the Canine Services Detail approved the deployment of the 
canine to search the rear yard for the suspect. 


As Ingreso was preparing to deploy his service dog, the Los Angeles County Sheriff's helicopter 
unit told him they believed they had located S/Padilla directly near the block wall where he was 
last seen. The helicopter told him the person they located was laying in very heavy vegetation. 
Ingreso said he believed this thick vegetation gave the suspect a tactical advantage and provided 
him with the cover and concealment necessary to carry out an ambush of law enforcement 
personnel. He said he also believed it would be safer for law enforcement personnel and the 
suspect himself if a police service dog was used to locate him. The helicopter unit described the 
area as a thick green belt directly behind | е St. Deputy Ingreso advised the perimeter 
deputies of the possible sighting and assembled an arrest team comprised of Special Enforcement 
Bureau personnel. 


After the search team was assembled, they deployed into the yard at ЕЕ Street, опе 
property south of where the deputy involved shooting took place. The team cleared (ће yard. The 
canine team climbed over the chain link fence and entered the green belt area. Deputy Ingreso 
said he looked north and saw a male Hispanic laying on the ground next to the block wall. 
Deputy Ingreso made several verbal canine announcements and Ingreso instructed S/Padilla to place 
his hands in the air. S/Padilla refused to comply. 


Sergeant Beggs directed Ingreso to use his police service dog to detain S/Padilla. Ingreso released his 
police service dog and the dog made his way through the vegetation and eventually made contact with 
S/Padilla. Ingreso’s police service dog detained S/Padilla by biting him in the head and neck area. The 
arrest team then made a tactical approach. As Ingreso's police service dog was biting S/Padilla, Ingreso 
determined the suspect was no longer armed. Ingreso removed his police service dog from S/Padilla 
and led his police service dog away, preventing any further contact between the two. Ingreso saw that 
S/Padilla had suffered an apparent gunshot wound to his head. Deputies Vilander and Burakowski, 
E.S.D. paramedics, who were on scene during the apprehension, immediately began rendering medical 
aid to S/Padilla. Deputies Burakowski and Vilander pronounced S/Padilla dead at the scene at 1226 
hours. 
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IAB Note: The Medical Examiner, Louis Pena, M.D., offered the opinion 
that the suspect was still alive at the time of the canine bite. Refer to 
Exhibit A, page 76.

On 07-07-2005, Thursday, at 1435 hours, Homicide Sergeant Katz conducted an interview with Witness 

Present for the interview was Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeant Larry Landreth and the 
interview took place at Magic Johnson Park. The deputy involved shooting occurred in the backyard of his 
residence. 


Witnes: said he has lived at the location for approximately one and a half years and at the time the 
shooting occurred, he was the only person present at the residence. 


Witness stated he was home asleep at the time the shooting occurred. He said he woke up at 
approximately 1135 hours in order to use the restroom. He stated he was not awakened by anything unusual 
and simply awoke from sleep. He stated he walked to the restroom located at the west portion of his residence 
and heard approximately five to seven shots. He stated the shots were fired in a consistent succession and 
there did not appear to be any spacing or gaps between the shots being fired. 


Vo и after hearing the shots being fired, he heard voices which sounded as though they 
were coming from the south side of his residence near the driveway area. He stated that although he could 
hear voices talking, he could not make out what was being said. 


Vo - hen stated he walked to his bedroom located in the southwest corner of the location 
and looked out the rear or west facing bedroom window which overlooks the backyard area. He stated that 
as he did, he could see three or four holes on the top portion ofthe cement wall running north and south along 
the west perimeter of his property. He indicated these holes were not present prior to the shooting incident 
occurring. He stated he did not see anyone in his backyard at the time he looked out the window. 


Witness| stated he walked to the front door of his residence and opened the door. When he did, he 
sawa police car parked in the street directly in front ofthe driveway of his residence. He stated he closed his 
front door and returned to his bedroom where he quickly got dressed. After he did, he walked out the 
front door area of his residence again, at which time he saw a police officer in the driveway of his residence 
andanother police officer standing by the police car which he had previously mentioned positioned in front 
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of the driveway of his residence. 


д ТЩ Detective Katz he returned inside of his home and waited until a deputy sheriff 
contacted him. 


HE 2s interviewed on 07-07-2005, Thursday, at 1557 hours, by Homicide Detective 
Sergeant Katz and Sergeant Larry Landreth, Internal Affairs Bureau. The interview was recorded for 
review. Witnes MI approximately Willlesidence pnd on the east side from where 
the shooting incident occurred. 


id she was driving her personal vehicle southbound on Cook Street and was approximately five 
houses away from her residence when she saw a black and white patrol car behind her vehicle. She indicated 
that she drove to the intersection of 130th Street and Cook Street, where she executed a U-turn and drove 
northbound on Cook Street. She stated she stopped her vehicle, parking it at the east curb line of Cook 
Street in front of her residence. 


stated the radio car which was following behind her tumed left or eastbound onto 130th Street and 
momentarily disappeared from view as she continued to execute her U-turn and travel northbound on Cook 
Street. She indicated that as she parked her vehicle, she again saw the black and white radio car return to 
Cook Street, traveling northbound from 130th Street. 


She stated she had exited her vehicle and had approached the front door of her residence when she saw 
the radio car traveling northbound. She stated that she stayed at the front door of her residence as the radio 
car passed. She indicated as the radio car passed her position, the deputy sheriff inside of the car looked in 
her direction as the car passed her. 


stated she was entering the front door of her residence when she heard shots ring out. She 
indicated she heard these shots being fired less than one minute after the black and white radio car came 
toastop on Cook Street. She stated she entered her residence and warned her kids to get in the house with 
her. She stated several of her children were actually playing in the front yard of the residence. There is a 

[fence which divides the west property line of the residence from the sidewalk, grass area and 
Cook Street. 


Istated she entered the northwest bedroom of the residence and looked out of the window which 
races onto Cook Street. She stated as she did, she saw a young male riding a bicycle on Cook Street. She 
described this male as wearing a yellow shirt. She indicated that this male was riding in a southbound 
direction towards 130th Street and she only saw him briefly through the view provided by the west facing 
bedroom "ov NR she did not notice anyone riding on a bicycle on Cook Street in the 
area where the shooting occi ptior to the shooting occurring. She did indicated she saw some Black 
people at a residence north of the shooting scene as she first drove southbound on Cook Street prior to the 
shooting occurring. 
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Witness described hearing four to five gunshots and indicated they occurred in a continuous 
fashion, describing no space or delay between the shots being fired. She indicated after hearing the shots 
being fired, she remained in her house with her children as she was concerned about their safety. Witness

He indicated as 
the suspect came off the first fence, he stumbled before continuing to run towards the rear yard of 
the location. Witnes: said the suspect never looked back in the direction of the deputies 
as he ran away from them and was always facing in a westerly direction, particularly when he was 
shot. 


IAB Note: This appears to be in conflict from what MI I 
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investigators. Witnes NN admitted that he was near sighted 
and could not see in the distance very well. 


Witnes P iterated that one of the deputies was warning his partner of a gun as he yelled 
out that the suspect had a weapon. Witness Leoni after the shooting, the area in which the 
suspect had allegedly hidden his gun in a tree was checked by two deputies and one Detective. He 
indicated the suspect would also frequently hide rock cocaine in the same general location. He 
indicated he knew the suspect to sell cocaine. 


Witness 2s directed to position himself underneath the van when he was making the 
repairs and the suspect first presented himself. Deputy Garcia of the Sheriffs Crime Lab 
photographed the angle from the ground in front of the van in the direction of the house wherein 
Witness stated the suspect told him he was going to hide a gun after seeing the police. 
Witness} told investigators he did not see the actual gun being placed in the tree; however, 
he saw what he believed to be a motion or movement consistent with the suspect placing a gun into the 
tree. 


IAB Note: The cypress tree was secured and the Crime Lab checked the 
tree for the weapon, but it was not found. 


Uu stated the suspect went down and went out of his view. He could no longer see him in the 
rear yard of the residence. He stated he believed the suspect was hit by gunfire which caused him to fall. 


Witness NN after the shooting occurred, he yelled at the deputies to let them know he believed 

the gun the suspect was in possession of was actually in a tree in front of | Witness 

N: he did not see anyone approach the tree where he said the gun had been hidden by the 
suspect. He further indicated that no one else was around when the suspect made the statement to him that 
he was going to be putting a gun in the tree. 


Vin NN he has known the suspect for a fairly long period of time and said he recalled in 
the past the suspect would steal cars and frequently park them on Cook Street after he was finished driving 
them. He described the suspect as a good kid that went bad. 


Witnes: ted he did not know if the suspect was a member ofa street gang. He stated the suspect 
would hang around with gang members and would sell drugs. He indicated the suspect was seeing a girl who 
lived on Cook Street; however, he did not recall her name and stated she was not home when the shooting 
occurred.

He said 
the suspect was wearing a white T-shirt; however, he did not see his face. He indicated he had a previous 
contact with the suspect and that is why he knew him. 


Witness stated the suspect was in front of the llo across the street from his residence when 


he first running. He said the police car came to a stop and the suspect started to run. 
Мы sess the suspect as popping up out of nowhere on the west side of the street in front 
of th ouse. He indicated as the suspect ran from the deputies, he heard a deputy state, "He has a 


gun." He indicated this statement was made before the suspect jumped the fence and ran westbound 
through the driveway into the rear yard б Im Cook Street. 


Witness ited that once the suspect jumped over the fence and ran westbound, he was unable to see 
him. Witness ted that 4 to 5 seconds after the suspect jumped the fence, he heard one gunshot. Не 
stated he thought the shot was fired by the suspect. He thought this because the police said he had a gun 
and the suspect fired to get away from the police right after the first shot, he heard six to eight 
more shots being fired. 


Witness tated he ran into his house after hearing the shots being fired. He stated he saw a lot 
of police arrive approximately 5 minutes later. Witnessffstated that when he first saw the suspect 
on Cock Street walking, he could not see his hands as the view of them was blocked by bushes. He 
indicated he could only see the suspect from the waist and higher. He said that cars parked on the street 
and bushes in front of the location blocked his view. He stated the last thing he saw was the suspect 
jumping into the yard at Г sou Cook Street. He further added that after hearing the shots fired, he 
heard someone screaming.
